I 
must think first of the Mellors 
and the Fitzgeralds for whom I 
worked occasionally as a young¬ 
ster. Is their economic welfare, 
as long time Agawam property 
owners, at stake? Will the sale 
of this property to commercial 
interests insure their retirement 
for years to come? Is this the 
day for which they lived? How 
can we deny them their fair prof-

A few miles down Suffield St., 
at the corner of Silver St., a 
large sign indicates the forth¬ 
coming opening of another Shop¬ 
ping Mart. This developer indi¬ 
cates something superb is about 
to be built in Agawam. It has 
to be that this new Mart will 
attract, at least for a temporary 
period, a percentage of shoppers 
from the older Mart. 

While we are contemplating a 
zone change for Mart number 
one, and awaiting the constru¬ 
ction of Mart number three, I 
am sure our neighboring com¬ 
munities are also building Malls. 
What does this mean for compe¬ 
tition? Can each of them be 
prosperous? Will competition 
eventually darken or destroy? 

I believe that we were careless 
in the past in allowing an ex¬ 
cess number of gasoline stations 
to be built. Some of these today 
have either boarded windows or 
have been converted. No station 
has more business that it can 
handle. In this strong competition 
of gas stations, some men were 
driven to failure. 

If over competition destroys 
gas stations so can it also destroy 
shopping Malls. If it is the com¬ 
munity’s obligation to protect it’s 
homeowners against the en¬ 
croachment of zone changes it 
may as well be the community’s 
responsibility to protect it’s vest¬ 
ed commercial interest. Shopping 
Marts cannot exist without tran¬ 
sient trade. If Agawam and the 
suburban areas of Springfield 
build shopping Malls in excess of 
shoppers’ demands, then it is in¬ 
evitable some of them must suf¬ 
fer and fail. 

If you feel that our own 22,000 
citizens, “Shopping Agawam” 
can support three shopping Malls 
then all is well. But if they can 
not, then as we have empty gas 
stations, we could later be faced 
with one of the valley’s first 
“Ghost Malls.”

They 
consumated a contract with their 
builder to construct the building 
proper and they contracted with 
their adopted community, ex¬ 
pressed or implied, for certain 
zoning - rights to protect their 
economic and social values.

Most new cars sold today come 
with warranties that essentially 
insure the car for any repairs 
that might be necessary within 
a specified amount of time. 

But on some occasions even new 
cars do not come up to minimum 
standards. A woman came to the 
Consumer Protection Division 
after buying a “new” car that 
she later found out had been in¬ 
volved in an accident while be¬ 
ing unloaded at the salesman’s 
lot. The repairs had been unsatis¬ 
factorily done, and when the new 
owner took her auto in for in¬ 
spection it did not pass. Though 


a car will find a wide variety 
of styles and models, both new 
and used, from which to choose. 
Most of these cars will function 
as they should. Some will not. 

Used cars, 


in particular, vary 
widely in quality. However, used 
cars are often bought as an eco¬ 
nomy measure. The lowest priced 
cars are usually sold “as is,” 
which means that the buyer ac¬ 
cepts the car in its present con¬ 
dition on .the date of sale. With 
no warranty repair costs to pay, 
the leader can afford to' charge 
less than he would if he had to 
make repairs without cost to the 
owner. But if the. “as is” car is 
•' “lemon,” its low initial cost can

Burnett Clarifies Winter 
Driving Misconceptions 


The mistaken ideas that some 
people have about winter driving 
are causing accidents involving 
seme careful drivers. These “old 
wives tales”, should be ditched 
before they land misguided mo¬ 
torists in a ditch. 

Safety Officer Harold J. Bur¬ 
nett cited some of the trouble 
makers. 

FALLACY #1 — Added 

weight in the trunk for better 
traction — “That extra weight 
may add a little pulling ability, 
but it does something far worse 
than it’s slight advantage. The 
extra weight in the rear of your 
car increases the tendency for 
your vehicle to go into a side 
skid, and when the skid does 
start, it acts like a pendulum — 
’making the skid more difficult 
to control.” 

FALLACY ~2 — Reduce tire 
pressure for improved traction— 
Another mistake that does no 
measurable good! Running at low 
pressure is costly, increases tire 
wear, and soft tires make your 
car and steering unstable. 
There’s even more danger of side 
skids developing. 

Common sense beats guesswork 
and misconceptions on winter 
driving hazards. Glare ice is most 
treacherous. Stopping distance 
can stretch out to nine times the 
normal distance on dry pave¬ 
ment. A driver going 60 MPH 
can bring his car to a stop in 
about 180 ft. on dry pavement 
On ice you would have to be driv¬ 
ing as slow as 22 mph to stop in 
180 ft. Get the feel of the road 
by trying your brakes lightly 
when away from traffic. 


Don’t be a winter misfit. Drive 
at a reduced speed. Driving in 
difficult weather is the real tesi 
of a good driver. 

Don’t let your car be a misfit 
either. Check it regularly and 
keep it in good winter driving 
conditions. Be sure your lights 
are properly adjusted, defrosters 
working and wiper blades 
changed when they begin to 
streak. A good pair of sun glass¬ 
es can be even more important 
in winter driving than in sum¬ 
mer. 

Burnett emphasized there’s no 
better way to keep your name 
off a police dept, accident report, 
than to use good judgment — 
whether the weather is good or 
bad. 


F-111 CUTBACK? 


Washington 

The Air Force’s plans for buy¬ 
ing trouble-beset F-111 fighter- 
bombers are likely to be cut back 
by at least 121 planes costing 
more than $1 billion. 

Pentagon sources said this con¬ 
clusion could be drawn from re¬ 
cent testimony before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee, to- 
gether'with a statement of Secre¬ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
implying a possible cutoff of fur¬ 
ther F-111 purchases. 

Air Force witnesses told the 
committee late last year that its 
objectives called for an eventual 
buy of 675 F-lll’s of various 
types. 

Sources said that, counting ten¬ 
tative allocations under the new 
defense budget, the total program 
would reach 554 planes. 

The production price of one F- 
111 runs around $9 million, Air 
Force sources said.
